Brief Summary Text ( 4 ) : 

There are a number of different devices available that indicate when a 
predetermined or rated temperature has been exceeded. These include the following: 
(1) non-reversible labels with an indicator dot that changes color, e.g., turns 
black, at a rated temperature; (2) temperature indicating tabs, crayons, lacquers 
and pellets that indicate a temperature increase by melting; (3) irreversible 
labels and monitors that change color (e.g., turn black) at the temperature rating 
and also register the temperature history of the area; (4) melting point standards 
that melt at precise temperatures; and (5) reversible labels and liquid crystal 
thermometers that behave like conventional thermometers to provide the present 
temperature of an object.
